World Court: U.S. 
violated Mexicans’ rights 
to consular assistance

The Hague, (EFE).- The 
International Court of Justice, 
the United Nations” top judi- 
cial body, ruled Wednesday 
that the United States violated 
the rights of 51 Mexicans: on 
death row by failing to notify 
them that they were entitled to 
consular assistance. 

The ICJ, or World Court, 
said the United States had 
breached the Vienna Conven- 
tion by failing to allow the de- 
tainees to exercise their right 


to talk to consular officials 
“without delay upon their de- 
tention.” 

While reading the deci- 
sion, presiding Judge Shi 
Jiuyong of China rejected most 
of the points made by the 
United States and requested a 
“meaningful” review of the 
cases of those Mexicans on 
death row.

The promotor 
model utilizes lay health edu- 
cators who are members of the 
communities in which they work.

The author of the measure 
says it is not an anti-immigrant 
measure and that he only wants to 
demonstrate “that immigrants 
from Mexico make great contri- 
butions to the state and national 
economy.” He wants the “Demo- 
crats and Republicans to once and 
for all stop complaining about 
Mexicans being an economic 
drain.” 

As expected, Mexico imme- 
diately protested through the 
Cancilleria Mexicana and said the 
Arizona resolution “does not take 
into account the contributions, fi- 
nancial and otherwise made by 
Mexican Nationals.” 

“Besides” Mexico adds “the 
measure goes contrary to the spirit 
and purpose” of the negotiations 
between the two neighbors for the 
improvement of both societies. 
Further, Mexico ordered the Con- 
sul General in Arizona to express 
officially the “great preoccupa- 
tion” which this proposal has 
awakened. 

The author, Pete Rios tried to 
calm the emotions by stating that 
the assembly has not yet approved 
the measure. But the truth is, the 
issue is out in the open and it won't 
go away until something is done. 

Old issue, new possibilities 

Mexico and the United States 
are willing to exploit the workers 
and receive the money earned 
through hard work by what Presi- 
dent Fox described as V.I.P. (Very 
Important Paisanos). But when it 
comes to the payment of services 
required by these people both 
countries immediately retire their 
support. And that is the burning 
issue. 

We are ready for a change, we 
need to rid of this hypocritical sys- 
tem that turns a blind eye to the 
big elephant in front of our living 
room. Immigrants are treated as 
second-class individuals who pro- 
vide first class labor. 

Mexican workers excel in 
their skills and yet have to hide in 
order to survive. It is time we give 


| them their place with permits,

The problem is, who pays? 

The answer is right in front of 
us, but Mexican legislators’ greed 
and racism in the United States 
blocks out the view. 

The solution begins with the 
right to vote.

When the Mexican Nationals 
are able to vote from abroad, the

cause, for the first time in history 
those who contribute so greatly to 
that economy will have political 
representation. 

The consular I.D. program 
has collected millions from na- 
tionals 

Mexicans in the United States 
have paid millions of dollars in 
consular ID cards that have been 
accepted by dozens of major cit- 
ies in this country. 
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The pressure from those who 
have paid has forced the govern- 
ment in Mexico to approve legis- 


lation that will return the money, 


to the consular offices where it 
was collected. 

In theory it sounds great, but 
unfortunately the Mexican Gov- 
ernment has an easier time of re- 
ceiving money than distributing or 
accounting for it. 

The key is the vote 

Once Mexican Nationals in 
the U.S. are able to vote on elec- 
tions in their country, the money 
will surely be released. At the 
same time the Mexican politicians 
will be forced to initiate serious 
negotiations with the U.S. govern- 
ment to force it to acknowledge 
our presence and take the edge off 
of the racism, unofficially sanc- 
tioned by anti-immigration poli- 
cies. 

What’s the latest on the con- 
sular I.D. money? 

I recently visited with the new 
California Consuls from Mexico 
during the Binational Health 
Committee meeting in Oakland. 

The new Mexican consul in 
San Francisco, Alfonso de Maria 
Campos, assured me that the leg- 
islators had approved the measure 
but he could not give me a date as 
to when the money would be re- 
leased. 

The director of the Institute 
for Mexicans in the United States, 
Candido Morales, basically gave 
me the same story, adding that 
President Vicente Fox is fighting 
to get the millions of dollars dis- 
tributed. 

Director Morales further says 
that the need is dire because he has 
personally visited the consuls in 
major cities like Chicago, San 
Jose, San Diego, Phoenix and oth- 
ers and he sees the need. He points 
out there is lack of space and lack 
of attention and concluded that 
Mexican Nationals deserve better. 

Getting back to the Arizona 
proposal 

State officials say that 55 mil- 
lion dollars will be collected if the 
tax is approved. 

This money could be used to 
pay for services in the Mexican 
community. There is no doubt that 
the money is needed but a tax on 
funds sent home by Mexicans is a 
cruel irony because it forces the 
poorest and hardest working to 
pay. 

The solution is for both coun- 
tries to stop playing political 
games with the people who keep 
The United States and Mexico fi- 
nancially healthy. 

Mexico has to face the re- 
sponsibility and provider services 
for Mexican Nationals and the 
United States has to stop playing 
the role of the “blind victim” be- 
cause it well knows that Mexican 
Nationals are a great asset to the 
country. 

So far Mexican and North 
American politicians have ex- 
pressed shock at the tax idea in 
Arizona. They should use that en- 
ergy to get to work to help La 
Raza.

Sacramento, (EFE).- El 44 
por ciento de los hispanos de Cali- 
fornia considera la obesidad 
infantil y de los adolescentes co- 
mo un problema muy serio que ne- 
cesita respuestas tanto inmediatas 
como a largo plazo, indica una en- 
cuesta difundida el miércoles pa- 
sado. 

“La obesidad de los menores 
se ha convertido claramente en un 
tema de mayor importancia para 
los californianos, que esperan res- 
puestas de sus líderes”, indicó 
Mark DiCamillo, director de la 
consulta que han llevado a efecto 
el Instituto de Investigaciones 
Field y la Fundación California 
Endowment. 

De acuerdo con estadísticas 
del Departamento de Salud de 
California, el 27 por ciento de los 
niños y adolescentes en el estado 
sufre de obesidad y peso excesivo, 
mientras que otro 40 por ciento no 
tiene la condición física esperada 
para su edad. 

La encuesta, que se llevó a ca- 
bo entre 1,068 personas vía telefó- 
nica, indica que el 92 por ciento 
de los encuestados manifiesta dis- 
tintos grados de preocupación por 
el sobrepeso infantil. 

DiCamillo hizo notar que 
para los californianos el sobrepeso 
y los problemas de obesidad in- 
fantiles son inclusive “temas que 
a lo inmediato merecen más preo- 
cupación que las relaciones sexua- 
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les sin protección o el consumo de 
drogas o bebidas alcohólicas” en- 
tre los menores. 

Esa reveladora opinión ha 
sido una de las causas por las que 
los resultados de la encuesta, en 
inglés y español, se han presenta- 
do con un retraso que no es usual 
para el Instituto Field, explicó el 
director de la consulta. 

Hispanos y afroamericanos 
dijeron que apoyarían en 60 por 
ciento el cobrar a las cadenas de 
restaurantes de comidas rápidas 
un impuesto adicional que propor- 
cione fondos al estado de Califor- 
nia para combatir la obesidad en- 
tre la población de menor edad. 

Hasta 75 por ciento de los 
hispanos dijeron estar de acuerdo 
en que California tenga un im- 
puesto adicional a las bebidas ga- 
seosas endulzadas, para generar 
fondos para programas contra la 
obesidad, más que ningún otro 
grupo étnico integrado en la en- 
cuesta. 

El 63 por ciento de los en- 
cuestados coincide en que esas 
mismas cadenas de negocios de 
hamburguesas, entre otros, deben 
poner claramente a la vista de 
cientos tablas que indiquen las 
cantidades de calorías, grasas y 
carbohidratos en cada uno de sus 
productos. 

El 96 por ciento de los partici- 
pantes expresó que en California, 
donde a partir de este año se ha 
prohibido la venta de gaseosas en 
los planteles educativos, necesita 
de un cambio en los menús esco- 
lares y mayor vigilancia para evi- 
tar su consumo en las escuelas. 

El 83 por ciento de los en- 
cuestados indicó que debe regu- 
larse más la publicidad de pro- 
ductos que contribuyen a la obe- 
sidad y está dirigida a los menores 
de edad. 

El 89 por ciento piensa que la

“Les pido que tengan en cuen- 
ta el bienestar de Erika”, expresó 
Edwards en una carta en la que de- 
fiende la permanencia en el país de 
Erika Cruz Romero, de 11 años, 
quien viajó por tierra desde su país 
hasta Estados Unidos. 

Edwards dirigió la misiva a 
Michael García, director interino 
de la Oficina de Inmigración y 
Aduanas (ICE), para que suspenda 
una disposición que determina que 
la niña debe regresar a El Salva- 
dor. 

Un juez de inmigración de A- 
tlanta dictaminó que Erika debe sa- 
lir del país el próximo 11 de junio, 
o enfrentar una orden de depor- 
tación. 

El congresista David Price, 
representante a la Cámara de Caro- 
lina del Norte, cuyo distrito incluye 
a Durham, también envió una carta 
a los funcionarios de inmigración 
en la que solicita que la menor 
permanezca en Estados Unidos. 

El abogado de Erika, Paul 
Suhr, de Raleigh, presentó a los 
medios de comunicación el pasado 
miércoles, una petición sobre la ba- 
se del caso de un niño guatemal- 
teco en Arizona al que se le permi- 
tió permanecer en el país en 2002. 

Previamente, Suhr hizo una 


solicitud de permanencia en favor 
de Erika bajo la Ley de Víctimas 
de Tráfico y Violencia de 2000, pe- 
ro la petición fue negada. 

Actualmente, Erika cursa 
quinto primaria en la Escuela Ele- 
mental Glenn de Durham y ya 
habla inglés. 

“Tengo fe en Dios que Erika 
se quedará”, expresó a EFE, Héctor 
Cruz, padre de Erika, quien trabaja 
en una empresa de limpieza de 
sistemas de aire acondicionado. 

Erika había salido del puerto 
de Acajutla, el principal de El Sal- 
vador, en la costa del Océano 
Pacífico y en su aventura recorrió 
gran parte de su país, transitó por 
Guatemala y atravesó México 
hasta llegar a Tampico, en el estado 
fronterizo de Tamaulipas. 

Los hombres que pasaron a 
Erika a Estados Unidos la abando- 
naron en la frontera y la niña estuvo 
sin alimentarse durante varios días 
hasta que fue hallada por los 
patrulleros. 

La menor decidió buscar a su 
padre después de que su madre, 
Gloria Romero Gómez, camarera, 
se fue un día de la casa en El Sal- 
vador y nunca regresó. 

La niña quedó a cargo de sus 
hermanos de parte de madre, de 
ocho meses y 6 años. Los tres niños 
se sostenían gracias a la caridad 
pública de los residentes del inqui- 
linato donde vivían. 

Al ver que su madre no regre-

Mexico City, (EFE).- A fugi- 
tive Mexican businessman impli- 
cated in several corruption scan- 
dals involving government offi- 
cials was arrested Tuesday in Cuba, 
authorities announced. 

Mexico's top organized-crime 
prosecutor, Jose Santiago Vascon- 
celos, told the press that Carlos 
Ahumada was arrested by Cuban 
police. 

Ahumada, who owns the 
Grupo Quart construction firm and 
two soccer teams, is also accused 
in Mexico of bribing PRD politi- 
cians to promote his businesses in 
the Mexican capital, as well as 
money laundering. 

Vasconcelos said the Attorney 
General’s Federal Investigation 
Agency (AFI) had been looking for 
Ahumada throughout the country 
since March 10 when a Mexico 
City judge issued an arrest warrant 
against him. Interpol agents were 
asked to help search for him abroad 
as well. 


The judge noted that there is | 


an extradition agreement between 
Mexico and Cuba, but he also said 
the repatriation process could take 
up to 90 days and that the Argen- 
tine-born businessman could be 
freed on bail.

Brasilia, (EFE).- President 
Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva is ready 
to boost funds for agrarian reform 
in the face of a wave of ranch and 
farm “invasions” by landless 
peasants whose organization was 
once a strong ally of Brazil's left- 
ist leader but is now warning of a 
“Red April.” 

“The government will assure 
the budgetary and financial pace 
for the fulfillment of all official 
commitments,” Agricultural De- 
velopment Minister Miguel 
Rosetto told journalists after a 
meeting of the president and 


members of his Cabinet. 


The president will ask Con- 


gress to authorize the release of 
more than 1.7 billion reais ($585 
million) to pay for the land and 
start-up costs for landless rural la- 
borers. 

This money will be added to 
the 1.4 billion reais ($480 million) 
budget already available for agrar- 
ian reform, and it will permit the 
president to fulfill the challenge 
he took on last year of financially 
helping 15,000 families until the 
end of 2004, the minister said. 

“We are tired of waiting. The 
government makes promises but 
does not fulfill them,” Jaime 
Amorim, a leader of the combat- 
ive peasant organization pro- 
tested. 


Over the course of this year, 
the organization has initiated 222 
plantation takeovers, representing 
a jump in mobilizations compared 
to 2003 when there were 103 in- 
vasions. 

Jaime Amorim said Tuesday 
in statements to journalists that, 
“If they (the landowners) kill one 
of us, we will kill 10 of them,” he 
threatened. 

“Our takeovers criticize and 
serve to raise public awareness on 
the concentrated land-holdings 
which persist in the country and 
the slowness of the agrarian re- 
form ‘that Lula promised,” 
Rodrigues added.<=

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Nueva proteína me representar 
avance en lucha contra cáncer 


El científico argentino Gabriel Rabinovich, 35 años de edad durante una 
rueda de prensa el martes pasado, en Buenos Aires. Un grupo de científicos 
argentinos, encabezados por Rabinovich, ha descubierto la manera en que 
el cáncer logra eludir el sistema inmunológico en los seres humanos. EFE/

Miami, (EFE).- Un grupo de 
investigadores argentinos, dirigido 
por el doctor Gabriel Rabinovich, 
descubrió un nuevo elemento en la 
lucha contra el cáncer, lo que repre- 
senta una esperanza para la ciencia. 

El grupo de Rabinovich des- 
cubrió que los tumores “producen 
más cantidad de proteína galectina 
1 que las células normales”, y en 
experimentos con ratones, el blo- 
queo de esta proteína detuvo el 95 
por ciento de los cánceres produ- 
cidos experimentalmente. 

Rabinovich, de 34 años, es 
especialista en inmunología y li- 
dera un equipo de investigación 
que integra al Hospital de Clínicas 
(Hospital Universitario de la Ciu- 
dad de Buenos Aires), la Facultad 
de Medicina, la Facultad de Cien- 
cias Exactas y Naturales y el Insti- 
tuto de investigaciones Campomar. 

Este último donde trabajó mu- 
chos años el premio Nobel de Quí- 
mica 1970, el argentino Luis Fede- 
rico Leloir. 

Esta proteína, que es produ- 
cida en abundancia por las células 
tumorales, frenaría las células de 
defensa que posee el cuerpo hu- 
mano (los linfocitos) y ayudaría a 
combatir los virus, bacterias y hon- 
gos, también tendría una acción 
comprobada en la lucha contra 
determinadas enfermedades, entre 
ellas el cáncer. 

Esta proteína está muy incre- 
mentada en los tumores malignos 
y actúa bloqueando determinados 
mecanismos de activación y trans- 
formación propios de las células 
cancerosas. 

Este tipo de células que con- 
forman el tejido canceroso, se ca- 
racterizan sobre todo por el desco- 
nocimiento de todo orden o freno 
que llevan implícito las células 
“normales”. 

Esto hace que el cáncer sea un 
crecimiento desordenado y anár- 
quico y haga que las células no 
cumplan una función determinada. 

Son prácticamente inmortales 
y tienen la particularidad de migrar 
a distancia, lo que se conoce como 
metástasis o la irradiación de cé- 
lulas cancerosas. 

Estas metástasis o coloniza- 
ciones de células cancerosas en 
otros órganos, les puede ocasionar 
serios trastornos en su funciona- 
miento, tanto que el resultado fi- 
nal pueden llevar a la muerte de 
todo el organismo en su conjunto. 


nO 


Por ejemplo supongamos una 
paciente que tiene un cáncer de 
seno (el más frecuente entre las 
mujeres) y tiene metástasis pulmo- 
nares. Esa persona probablemente 
tenga más complicaciones por sus 
manifestaciones pulmonares, que 
por el cáncer primario —el de se- 
no— en sí. 

El experimento que se llevó a 
cabo consistió en primer lugar en 
aislar una cepa de ratones con 
melanoma, el cáncer más maligno 
de todos los de la piel. 

A esos ratones se les dismi- 
nuyó la concentración de la galec- 
tina 1 y se observó que esta modifi- 
cación evitaba el desarrollo de los 
tumores malignos, otra de las 
denominaciones del cáncer. 

Se experimentó con diversos 
grados de concentración de tumo- 
res y se comprobó la efectividad 
en cuanto al bloqueo de las células 
tumorales en 95 por ciento. 

La importancia de la investi- 
gación reside justamente en que 
han podido aislar esta proteína, lo 
que eventualmente bloquearía su 
acción y le quitaría todo el poder 
de supervivencia al cáncer, enfer- 
medad que según la Organización 
Mundial de la Salud es responsable 
del 12 por ciento total de muertes 
en el mundo. 

Obviamente quedan todavía 
muchos interrogantes en el camino, 
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es necesario extrapolar las expe- 
riencias en los ratones a los seres 
humanos, tomar en cuenta las dife- 
rentes variedades de cánceres, así 
como considerar que no todos tie- 
nen el mismo ritmo biológico. 

Pero sin dudas que este nuevo 
descubrimiento permite ir armando 
el delicado rompecabezas para que 
de una buena vez se pueda com- 
batir exitosamente este flagelo 
mundial. 

Los resultados alentadores de 
los experimentos que se llevaron a 
cabo permitirían en un futuro ir 
delineando nuevos tratamientos en 
la lucha contra el cáncer, ya sea a 
nivel de nuevas drogas o también 
con terapias de ingeniería genética. 

Tal es la importancia de este 
nuevo descubrimiento, que la 
revista Cancer Cell, incluirá este 
hallazgo en su próximo número. 

Además, el grupo de investi- 
gadores ha sido invitado a desa- 
rrollar una serie de conferencias 
explicativas en abril y mayo de 
2004 que se realizarán en Estados 
Unidos, Reino Unido y Japón. 

El resultado de esta investi- 
gación tal vez contribuya a contar 
con un arma poderosa que nos 
ayude a terminar definitivamente 
con el cáncer.

Needs more Africa and less symbolism

In “Out of Africa, or Lucifer’s 
daughter,” Ballet San Jose Silicon 
Valley under the direction of Den- 
nis Nahat, presents an innovative 
ballet with a surrealistic plot. The 
dancers are excellent. The choir is 
majestic. Flemming Flindt's sets 
are poetic; and the music, a com- 
piled score by Carl Nielsen, (1865- 
1931) is enjoyable. The problem 
with the work is the story. It is so 
shrouded in symbolism that the 
audience cannot understand it. As 
“Lucifer’s daughter” the plot gets 
too philosophical to be conveyed 
in dance form. 

The ballet, which made its 
world debut on March 25 at the S.J. 
Center for the Performing Arts, is 
based on the non-fiction book “Out 
of Africa” written in 1937 by the 
Danish writer Karen Christence 
Dinesen Blixen (1885-1962) who is 
better known by her pseudonym 
Isak Dinesen. 

After Bixen “bought” the title 
of Baroness by marrying her 
cousin Baron Bror Blixen-Finecke 
in 1914 in a marriage of conve- 
nience; she went with him to 
Kenya where she lived for several 
years. In her book, she reveals her 
almost mystical love of Africa and 
how she, who wanted to change it, 
had learned to admire the “ 
spirit” of its people. 

Choreographer Flindt calls the 
protagonist of the ballet The 
Woman and for a reason that is not 
clear, decides to make her Lucifer’s 
child. Nothing in the first act of the 
ballet indicates she lives in hell. On 
the contrary, her family belongs to 
the upper class. The Woman

San Antonio (EE.UU.),

serve the table. 

The lesson Bixen learned from 
the Africans: to allow herself to be 
free from restrictions; could cer- 
tainly have make a better dance. 

On the subject of dancing, 
only The Servants did a short Afro- 
style dance, which was excellent.

The “African ensemble” was Eu- 
ropean in style: it used European 
steps and rhythms in its music with 
drums added to the orchestration 
to give it an “African” sound.

Array of events 

The rural movement begun 
by Chavez didn’t die with this 
death on April 23, 1993. The re- 
cipient of the Presidential Medal 
of Freedom left a legacy that is 
kept active by those who remem- 
ber and worked with him, as well 
as by children who study his con- 
tributions to the rural labor move- 
ment as part of California's Day 
of Cesar Chavez school curricu- 
lum. 

In San José, the Cesar E. 
Chavez Elementary School stu- 
dent body held a half-day of com- 
munity service and staged a 
“caminante” from their school to 
hold a rally for education and civic 
involvement at the nearby Mexi- 
can Heritage Plaza. 

San Francisco held a march 
and Civic Center celebration on 
Sunday, March 28th; and large 
holiday activities were held in the 
cities of Richmond, Hayward, and 
Oakland — all of them loaded with 
strong union promotions and 
causes along with that of the 
UFW. 

In Salinas, the Monterey Bay 
Central Labor Council sponsored 
“Celebrating the Life and Me- 
mory of Cesar E. Chavez,” an en- 
tertainment event that took place 
in Cesar E. Chavez Community 
Park and included support for the 
D’ Arrigo farm workers and for 
union contracts, health care, and 
promoting a state law that would 
grant drivers licenses to undocu- 
mented immigrants.

Mexico also alleged that the 
United States contravened the in- 
ternational agreement “by failing 
to provide meaningful and effec- 
tive review and reconsideration 
of convictions and sentences ... 
and substituting for such review 
and reconsideration clemency 
proceedings.” 

The plaintiff further claimed 
the U.S. courts erroneously ap- 
plied judicial doctrines that ig- 
nored the initial violation of the 
defendants’ right to consular as- 
sistance. 

“The United States of 
America deprived the United 
Mexican States of the right, in a 
timely fashion, to communicate 
with and have access to those 
nationals and to visit them in de- 
tention,” the World Court ruled 
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Wednesday, siding with Mexico. 

One month after Mexico 
filed suit in January 2003, the ICJ 
ordered the United States to “take 
all necessary measures” to keep 
the Mexican convicts from being 
executed, at least until the court 
rules. 

The court sided with Mexico, 
ruling that “appropriate repara- 
tion in this case consists in the 
obligation of the United States of 
America to provide, by means of 
its own choosing, review and re- 
consideration of the convictions 
and sentences of the Mexican na- 
tionals.” 

The United States was seek- 
ing dismissal of Mexico's com- 
plaint, claiming that in the cases 
it had “conformed its conduct to 
this Court's judgment” with re- 
gard to previous litigation involv- 
ing two German citizens. 

The ruling is final, not sub- 
ject to appeal and binding on the 
parties.<> .
